which announced that the patient'a 
atate waa grave. At 7:30 o'clock 
Thuriday night Dr. Lapponi declared 
hie fear that there waa no hope, but 
that death might net onne during tha 
night At midnight a report, coming 
from the Vatican Itself, gained curren 
cy that Dr. Mazzoni had again oper- 
ated on the pope and extracted serum 
Which had again gathered in the pleu- 
aU caTlty. The aurgeoa waa fouad at 
,:kla home at 1:30 o'clocic Friday morn- 
Jig and although extremely tired, Dr. 
■WkEzoni said:

IHgr. Velponl Deari. 
•The death of Mgr. Volponl waa care- 
fnlly kept from the pope throughout 
the day. It was at first feared that it 
would be necessary to inform the pon- 
tiff in order that Mgr. Votponl'a auc- 
ceaaor to the office of aecretary of the 
c^slatory might be namfaiated, but 
after discussion by the Atican author- 
ities it was decided that the prece- 
dents admitted of the nomination of 
a secretary without the intervention 
of the pope. The chief importance of 
the poalUon 4a ielt at M^e time of a 
conclaTe, ao tbtt If it ia considered 
rweential to fill Mgr. Volponl'a place, 
the Cardinal Camerlengo will deslg 
nate a secretary of the ccmhistoiN .

Loois Worid's 
Fair Krounde will begin withia a iori* 
night The Building Oommittne of the 
Kentaeky Exhibit Aasoclatioa met laat 
week aad laealted propoaals from tblr> 
teen of the country's big contractors to 
erect the baildiog. Twelve of this nom- 
ber have contracts with tha Looislana 
Purchase Exposition for putting differ- 
ent buildioga on the groandi. The Ex- 
hibit AasodatloB had datanained many 
months ago to hoM the eoet of the bnild- 
ing, it being temporary, down to i:iO,000. 
Three of the bids received were under 
180,000 and one that figa[(^enotly. Th« 
oommittee paNed a r esi lafe a, recom- 
mending to the Board of Directors of the 
aaaociatioa that the lowest bid be ac- 
cepted and oo a tr a e t at eaoe entered into. 
The directors held a meeting two days 
later— eight of the fifteen memben of 
the board being abae a t aad approved 
the reoomMadationa of the Bnilding 
Ck>mmittee. Resolutions to thia efiect 
were sdopted, ead^ member present i|gn- 
ing and the Secretary being directed to 
forward the paper to the absent mem- 
bere. The name of the con tractoi' will 
be withheld antil the lanoahtj is earried 
out. 

The name of the firm that will build 
the "New Kentucky Home" at the 
World's Fair is a gnaiaataa ol escellent 
work. This firm baa pat np some of the 
famoue buildings of the United States. 
While the Kentodcy Exhibit Association 
must raiae twice as nooh money as it 
baa raised to oomplete the bnllding and 
maire displays of the State's xm eld 
wsalth in minerals, forestry, agrlcaHore, 
bortiealtare,Iive atoek, tobacco, etc., etc.,

P. Millett of Louisville who is dis- 
tilling alcohol and apirits at Vincennes, 
Ind., is at the Gnad. 

"I have been home for a few days," re- 
marked Mr. Millett, "and he who runs 
may read the monkey and parrot time 
the Bepublicans are going to have in 
Loniaville in the primary to elect dele- 
gatee to the State convention that meets 
next Wednesday. The Ogbt in Louis- 
ville is all among the eandidates for the 
gubernatorial nomination, am) it is some- 
thing terrific. Augustus K WillsoB Is 
ooovinoed that the 8app Oommittee has 
fixed the mschine to do him in Louisville 
in favor of Belknap, and I have no doubt 
iMiseoneet. The Sapp Oommittee only 
gave Willson six representatives at the 
polls, Pratt four and Belknap eighty- 
aeven. Willson and hig friends dMlare 
that they will not aubmit to b^ag run 
over tough shod, and he has issued a call 
to hie followers to meet in mess conven- 
tk>n and elect delegates. That, of oonrae, 
means t«o sets of dekgates to the State 
convention, and a Kilkenny cat fight 
will take plaoe them. Former Governor 
Bradley, who is ba^ag WUlaoa, has his 
war paint and hie feathers on, and is ex- 
pressing hie opinion oi the Sapp Com- 
mittee's Bietheaa hi laagaagetbat ia hot- 
ter thsn the weather. He is rallying his 
country cohorts to deal the Hunter and 
Deboe crowds a body blow in the con- 
vention. He is etill the etrongeet single 
pereonality with the rank and file of hia 
party in the State, and feels that he baa 
done more for the success of his party in 
Kentucky than all the Hunter and Deboe 
contingent combined, and rather than 
see them dominate he will die in the laet 
ditch. It is hia poUtical Ills or death, 
with irreconcilable personal disgust and 
contempt for the crowd that has been 
fighting him for yean, and who had him 
down until Roosevelt and Congressman 
Boreing put him on his political feet 
again. 

"I^t the Republicana nominate whom 
they may, however, the Democrate will 
carry Kentucky on the race question, if 
no other. There are 11,000 negio votee 
in Louisville snd 6S,000 in the State. 
We bad so much trouble with the blacks 
with juat one Republican Mayoralty 
term la LoaisTllle aad oae State admin- 
istration, that our people are not going 
to take any more chances on that propo- 
sitioa, and we will have the support of 
many Republicans on that issue. The 
race queetion is going to enter very large- 
ly into Indiana politics, and will, in my 
opinioB, revert the State to Democratic 
rule as a result of the recent troubles 
and the general antipathy of the people 
there, regardleee of party, partionlarly 
among the working people, to the negro. 
Why, in Warren County, which gives 
the record largest Republican msiority 
of any coanty in the State, there is not s 
single blsck man, and not one allowed 
to live there. I have aeen advertise- 
ments in Indiaaapolia papers of farms 
for sale, with the strange addenda: *No 
colored man within six milee.' 

"Some months ago a mob took a tramp 
negro, who bad outraged and killed a 
white woman who fed him, from the 
custody of the SherifT of Knox County, 
of which Vincennes is the seat, on the 
highway and hanged him. Now, the 
mother of the culprit is eoiog the Sherifif 
for 16,000 damagea, through a prominent 
Indianapolis lawyer. The Republicana 
in Indiana carried the colonizing of col- 
ored voters ia Indiana to f uch an extent 
that tliey had to practically lubeid'ae 
them between elections to the detriment 
of white latwr. They carried the scheme 
too far, and it ia now rsaetlBg apea 
theai,"

Three Otken Ware io Badly I^Jared 

That They May Not Live 
Another Was Hurt. 



The Driver of the Vehlele Did Net Oh* 
aerva the Approaching Train, 
Which Waa Running at a 
High Male ef tpee* 

Cincinnati, July 10. — Westbound 
Pennsylvania train No. 81, from Co- 
lumbus, atruck a wagon containing 
nine people at a crossing near Red- 
comb Junction, eight milee east ol 
this elty, shortly before 8 o'cloek 
Thursday night, killing five, fatally 
injuring throe and seriously injuring 
ons of the ioaagaati e< the wreeked 
rig. 

J. C. OopenhaTon, with his wife and 
five chlldrea were golag from Red- 
comb Jnaetloa to MadlaoBTllle to get 
suppllee for their boarding house. A 
girl named Grace, daughter of a neigh- 
bor, and four of their boarders, Wil- 
liam Booth. Charlee Johnson, William 
Poole and another nan whoee name 
was not learned, aecompaaled them. 
They did not o b serro tho train which 
was coming at high speed. When thn 
engineer saw them he blew bis whis 
tie, but it waa too late to reverse 
steam or atop the train in any man- 
ner. The mulee on hearlag the whis- 
tle stopped BtUl aad could not be 
moved. The animate were acroas the 
track and eacaped unhurt, while the 
wagon was completely wrecHicd and all 
the occupanta either killed or Injured. 
The trala brou^t tke victims to this 
city. The dead were taken to the 
morgue and the Injured to the hospital. 
J. C. Coi>enhaven and two of his chil- 
dren, the girl named Grace and Lem 
dren, and the girl named Grace Lem- 
mick were instantly killed. Mra. Co- 
penhaven, William Booth and an un- 
known man were fatally injured. 
Charles Johnson and the 2-year-old 
child of Copenhagen may recover. 

William Booth died in the hospital 
several houra later.
